and other public requirements, the following Ordinance 
is enacted by the voters of the Town of Mont Vernon in 

Town Meeting convened. 

2. Authorizing the planning board to make such textual 

revisions as may be necessary and appropriate to cor- 

rectly re-state statutory citations throughout the re- 
mainder of the ordinance so as to achieve consistency 
with the Preamble, provided that such changes result 

in no contradictions within the ordinance or with State 

law, and further provided that no substantive change 

shall occur as a result of any such correction. 


Article 3.

The Budget Committee has made a detailed review of the 
proposed town budget. The budgeted items were investigaged, 
line by line, and the work of the committee included discus- 
sions with department heads, selectmen, members of committees 
and investigation of outside vendors. 


The Budget Committee has formulated recommendations as 
follows: 


Town Officers' Salaries: Unanimous vote to approve at 
S873.056 (Note that the town's net cost will remain the 
same, the $2,160 increase over last year's budgeted 
amount will be covered 100% by increased town clerk's 
fees). 


Town Officers' Expenses: Unanimous vote to approve at 


$17,144 with a recommendation to look for a used fire 
proof file cabinet rather than purchase a new one. 
Further, it was noted that a number of town committee 
members call legal counsel directly. To help reduce 
legal expenses, it is recommended that all questions be 
posed to the State Municipal Association and, if the 
answer is not satisfactory, then the question be given 
to the selectmen, who will in turn present it to legal 
counsel. 


Town Hall and Other Buildings: Unanimous vote to ap- 
prove at $9,900. The potential of bulk fuel oil pur- 


chases was investigated. However, the 8% to 12% sav- 
ings would not provide a good payback against the $1,500 
to $3,000 cost..of installing a bulk oil tank, 


Insurance: Unanimous vote to approve, as presented at 

SLI, fh1...(Thisisvequal: toa inet of Siayi 7s becavaees 

$3,538 workmen's compensation credit is now being shown 
as a revenue amount.) 


Further, it is recommended that the town consider two 
additional coverages: Streets and Roads and Umbrella 
Liability. (Quotes were not available at the time of 
our review.) 


Police Department: Unanimous vote to reduce the re- 
quested cruiser maintenance from $4,810 to $4,000. 


Unanimous vote to reduce the requested telephone expense 
from. Sa 0008 ro.s 5007 


Unanimous vote to reduce the dog budget from $400 to 
$300. 


In total a unanimous recommendation to reduce the pro- 
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posed budget by $1,410. 

Man Hours: Unanimous recommendation that the question 
of a full time police officer be presented as a warrant 
article for discussion at town meeting. 

Three members voted to continue with part time officers. 
One member voted to approve a full time police officer. 
However, the recommendation was to have it presented as 
a warrant article. Further, the committee noted that 
the 1985 proposal of $28,086.50 represented the proposed 
cost if the officer was working one full year. In 1985, 
if approved, there would only be a partial year's salary 
and, therefore, the 1985 budget should be revised down- 
ward by the police department by approximately $7,000 to 
Sit ,000 

Three members abstained, recommending a warrant article 
and requesting that the police department present it's 
case at town meeting. 

Fire Department: Unanimous vote to approve at $13,550. 
Planning and Zoning: Unanimous vote to approve $3,509. 


Civil Defense: Unanimous vote to approve at $8,141.48. 


Election and Registration: Unanimous vote to approve at

Recreation: Unanimous vote to approve at $1,700. 

Health Department: Unanimous vote to approve at $7,225. 
Town Dump: Unanimous vote to approve at $41,794. 

Public Welfare: Unanimous vote to approve at $5,500.

Library: Unanimous vote to approve at $6,180. 
Cemeteries: Unanimous vote to approve at $900.

The past year has been a busy one for the Planning Board. 
Mont Vernon is a growing community, along with the rest of the 
Souhegan Valley, necessitating increased emphasis on planning 
for orderly growth. 


A new Sounding Board, chaired by Wayne Kearsley, has been 
chartered in order to assist the Planning Board in the neces- 
Sary research and preparation of the state mandated Master 
Plan each New Hampshire community is required to have in place 
by 1986. While subdivision regulation has been the historic 
roll of Planning Boards, it has become evident a broader long 
range planning roll has been placed on town boards by a legis- 
lature attempting to bring some consistency to the statewide 
planning process. 


The past year saw implementation of zoning changes voted 
upon at the 1985 Town Meeting, a newly reformatted land use 
and zoning book, along with several important subdivisions in 
the community. 


Future plans include zoning additions regulating large 
scale multi-family housing, planned residential developments 
(PRDs), apartment conversions and water pollution control 
regulations. Lest anyone believes regulation is not newessary 
they merely have to look at the explosive growth of communi- 
ties abutting Mont Vernon and project that growth in our dir- 
ection. 


The Planning Board, with the combined efforts of all 
Mont Vernon residents, hopes to continue to make Mont Vernon 
a community to be proud of, both environmentally and econ- 
omically through intelligent and resourceful planning. 


Our meetings are held the fourth Tuesday of the month 
at 8:00 p.m. in the Town Hall.

HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


The Historic District Commission has had a very product- 
ive year. We have been busy with approvals of one new house 
and several alterations or additions. The Commissioners have 
found the residents of the district very helpful and coopera- 
tive in their dealings and we thank them for their support. 


We feel particularly good this year to be able to report 
that guidelines have been completed and adopted for rules and 
procedures. They explain the process of submission of an 
application, scheduling a hearing and, describe points the 
commission will consider as well as steps for decision making. 
A great deal of work has gone into this preparation together 
with advice and help from town counsel and we are confident 
that they will benefit the applicant and create a continuity 
for future commission members. The guidelines will be dis- 
tributed with applications but if anyone wishes a copy for 
review, one will be supplied. 


This vear the State formed an Association of Historic 
District Commissions, of which Mont Vernon is a member. The 
group meets about four times each year and publishes a news 
letter. A representative from Mont Vernon has been working 
with the Association to compile a current list of Historic 
Districts in the state as well as encouraging other towns to 
form districts of their own. The primary function of the 
Association is to provide support and education to all commis- 
sions within the state, and we have found it to be beneficial. 


The Historic District Commission meets the first Tuesday 
of the month as needed and will continue to work to preserve 
and protect our hilltop village.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF 
NASHUA REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


The Nashua Regional Planning Commission continued to pro- 
vide a high level of regional and local planning services to 
eur twelve member communities in 1984, 


| Ment Vernon made extensive use of the Commission's serv- 
ices over the year. With a local master plan effort underway 
the Planning Board has devoted its time to revising the format 
of local ordinances, with assistance from NRPC staff, for 
clarity and compliance with state enabling legislation. A 
compliance review was conducted, areas needing clarification 
or change have been identified, and a draft book of local 
ordinances was prepared. Substantive changes will be pre- 
sented for Town Meeting approval, with many issues being de- 
ferred until the master plan is completed. Additionally, the 
Town is participating in a joint effort with Amherst, Brook- 
line and Hollis to find a suitable means of handling the dis- 
posal septage generated in each of the towns. 


Water Quality planning continues to be one of the Com- 
mission's highest priorities. The three-year aquifer delin- 
eation program will be coming to completion at the end of 
this year - giving our communities the latest, most accurate 
groundwater data available anywhere in the state. The pro- 
gram has won statewide recognition and was awarded the New 
Hampshire Planners Association Award of Excellence at the 
Association's Annual meeting. An $80,000 groundwater quality 
study, performed through a grant from the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency was also completed this year, indicating 
that most of our water supplies still yield high-quality 
drinking water. Other Commission efforts were targetted to- 
wards conducting studies of Baboosic Lake and Silver Lake 
through a unique cooperative program involving area residents 
and local and state officials. Efforts to maintain the area's 
pioneer role in protecting water quality will continue in the 
coming months with assistance to communities desiring to put 
local protection strategies in place. 


Solid waste planning has also been a high priority this 
year. The Commission has provided staff support to the re- 
cently formed Nashua Regional Solid Waste District and has 
assisted all area towns in planning for proper disposal of 
household septage. Efforts on these subjects will continue 
in the coming year as the Region continues to grapple with the 
growing problems of waste disposal. 


Transportation planning activities have continued to rep- 
resent a major portion of the Commission's services. Most 
notably the Commission assisted City officials in getting the 
CITYBUS system operational. Additionally, the Commission's 
efforts have helped to move several area highway projects 
closer to completion, including the Nashua/Hudson Circumfer- 
ential Highway; improvements to Exits 7 and 2 along the F.E. 
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Everett Turnpike; and the initiation of studies concerning 

the future of the Route 101A corridor. The Nashua Air Quality 
Study neared completion with the issuance of a final report 
analyzing the problems and potential solutions to clearing 

the air in Nashua. The Commission has also investigated al- 
ternative proposals, for eventual consideration by the legis- 
lature, enabling communities to recoup the costs of road im- 
provements made necessary by incremental development. 


Other Commission activities have emphasized continuing 
the expansion of services to members locally, and the expan- 
sion of our members influence at regional and state levels. 
The Commission cosponsored a joint meeting with our neighbor- 
ing counterpart in Massachusetts to initiate discussions on 
common problems - most notably highway and water related pro- 
blems. We are now gearing up for the coming legislative ses- 
sion to ensure that the region's interests are duly recognized 
and represented. Our SOUNDINGS newsletter, DISPATCH memos, 
and Legislative Alert mailings will continue to keep local 
residents and officials informed as issues arise. 


As always, the Commission stands ready to assist Mont 
Vernon with its planning and administrative needs in the 
coming year. Call us if we can help you.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT AND ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The National Commission on Excellence in Education, a report on 
the state of our public schools, gave us the opportunity to put the 
topic of education in the forefront. 


Due to this report, education began to be discussed everywhere. 


At that time, the Commission made several recommendations which 
would cost, in some areas, a great deal. The critics predicted that 
the reports would be widely praised but that nothing would materialize. 


The New Hampshire Superintendents have acted! We have responded 
by developing a report, "BLUEPRINT: Educational Excellence in New 
Hampshire" with a current committee developing a plan of action and 
implementation. 





A Committee on Excellence and Equity in Education has been named 
in order to develop a set of recommended actions considered to be 
necessary to help achieve excellence in education in New Hampshire. 

A variety of groups are responding to these recommendations. 


In the report, the committee has listed thirty eight recommenda- 
tions that would help us all make greater strides than ever in helping 
to reach excellence and equity for all our New Hampshire youth. 


The newly developed High School Standards have been approved and 
now being included in our public high schools. 


Both the Elementary and Middle School Standards are now in the 
process of being evaluated and updated by our New Hampshire educators. 


Recently, public school leaders including Superintendents, met 
with University of New Hampshire President Gordon Haaland to help 
develop a closer relationship between the college and the public 
school. The discussion covered a broad range of topics including the 
development of meetings between faculty and public school teachers to 
discuss what the University expects of their college freshmen, how to 
encourage professionals to help public schools in curriculum and staff 
development, and the need for feedback to high schools on their 
graduates' performance. 


Along with all the ongoing activites that New Hampshire 
educational leaders are involved in to help enhance public school educa- 
tion, the State Department of Education is evaluating the teacher 
certification process, has mandated that a policy be developed to meet 
the needs of the gifted and talented, and is working on a model teacher 
compensation plan. 


Educational excellence in the State of New Hampshire is on the 
move! A team effort is needed in order to make it all happen, but it 
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is the role of the New Hampshire Superintendents who have the lead role 
in helping to make it all happen. 


The continued support of the members of the School Board, the 
professional and support staff in the central office, assistance and 
cooperation of professional colleagues, students, and citizens will 
bring to bear the impact to excellence and equity in education in our 
Milford and Mont Vernon School Districts. i

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INSTRUCTIONAL REPORT -- 1983 - 1984 


The Mont Vernon Schools opened to a bright, fresh start. McCollom 
School had been insulated and painted over the summer. Village School 
library had gotten a face lift with new paint and new shelves. 


Gretchen Dunn returned to teach fourth grade after a year's leave 
of absence. There were no other changes in staffing. 


School Volunteers met in early October to organize for the 
academic year. They have been active as room parents, individual and 
small group tutors, classroom aides, and assisting with special projects 
such as the Tri-Union Track Meet, Day of the Coast, and McCollom Color 
Olympics. Volunteers were honored at a reception in February. They 
were presented with a tulip. 


The Mont Vernon Fire Department presented programs as part of Fire 
Prevention Week. Students came away from the session with a better 
awareness of the danger of fire and how to act in a fire emergency. 


Working parents had a chance to meet with teachers over coffee and 
doughnuts on October 12th at Village School and October 20th at McCollom 
School. 


In October, McCollom School students visited the Museum of Fine 
Arts in Boston while Village School students went in April. Both groups 
were prepared for the trip by community resource people who showed slides 
and explained various works, artifacts, or techniques. 


"Back-To-School Night" was a great success. Parents and students 
spent an enjoyable, social evening in the schools seeing special dis- 
plays and presentations, and meeting with the faculty. 


In November, sixth grade students arranged a "Barter Day" in con- 
junction with the study of Canada and its great fur trade of the past. 
No money was involved. Students brought in items they no longer used 
hoping that other "trades-people" would be interested. Fifth grade 
students were busy filming a movie about the events leading up to the 
American Revolution. 


Elves, turtle doves, reindeer, and children in pajamas were seen 
entering the Town Hall on December 15th. They entertained parents and 
friends in a packed hall during the annual Christmas Concert. The 
performance was repeated a few days later at the Mont Vernon Inn. 
Residents there were given terrariums made by the third grade and hand- 
made clay tree ornaments. 


In January, the schools' Guidance Counselor conducted a STEP 
(Systematic Training for Effective Parenting) course for parents. This 
focused on improving parent-child relationships. Fourth graders did an 
extensive study of the Winter Olympics ending with an oral presentation 
for parents and students at both schools. During that month, the School 
Board also met in special session open to the public. They discussed 
the Mont Vernon schools in relation to the various educational reports 
such as "A Nation at Risk," the study done by the President's Committee 
on Excellence in Education and viewed a videotape on the Carnegie Report. 
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Students participated in a Math-a-Thon benefitting the St. Jude 
Research Hospital. A total of $1,093.57 was raised. All participating 
students received a special ice cream treat, while students bringing 
in $25.00 received a T-shirt and those bringing in $100.00 received a 
tote bag and a T-shirt from the hospital. 


In mid-February at the Town Hall, students performed for students 
and parents. Second graders presented "Six Foolish Fishermen," “ Soup 
for the King," and an intermission comedy skit. Fourth graders performed 
"Washington's Decision." 


A representative from Public Service Company of New Hampshire 
presented a two-session program on energy conservation to fifth graders. 
The students were also involved in a poster contest on "Managing Energy 
Wisely." 


During Music in Our Schools Week, March 5th through March 11th, 
parents were invited to observe and participate in their child's music 
class. 


Also in March, parents of pre-school age children were invited to 
an evening information session. Mrs. Stacy, Mont Vernon resident and 
former Milford Guidance Counselor, explained the Gesell evaluation and 
school staff explained programs. The Readiness Program continues to 
expand the experiences of the students involved and helps them to 
develop in many areas, providing a solid, happy initiation to school. 


Third graders culminated their unit on the culture of the Pueblo 
Indians of the Southwest with an oral presentation to parents and 
students at McCollom School. 


Forty students in Grades V and VI participated in a math contest 
organized by the New England Mathematics League. 


Fourth graders, in conjunction with a unit on computers, visited 
Hitchiner and Dataproducts and learned even more about computers and 
printers. They also visited Concord in conjunction with studying about 
New Hampshire. 


The Mont Vernon Schools hosted the Tri-Union Track Meet in May. 
Students in Grades IV to VI from Amherst, Brookline, Hollis, Milford, 
and Mont Vernon participated in track events. Though competition was 
intense, all students participating were "winners." 


Sixth grade students culminated a year of successful fund raising 
with a week at environmental camp in Ocean Park, Maine. Students studied 
topics ranging from ocean life to astronomy. 


Stanford Achievement Test Scores were all at or above national 
percentiles and significantly above in fifty items overall. 
Accountability testing showed students to be achieving well in areas of 
basic skills. The Accountability Program does include ongoing remedia- 
tion in math and language arts areas. 
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Federal Block Grant Funds were used to initiate a Computeronics 
program, systematic program teaching computer skills, literacy and 
programming in grades IV through VI. Some funds were also used to 
build the reference library at the Village School. 


McCollom School students learned about marine environment in the 
"Day of the Coast Celebration." This special day involved teachers, 
parents, students, the U. N. H. Marine Docents, and the Marine Advisory 
Program staff. May field trips to Odian Point with second and third 
grade students and to Hampton Beach with Readiness and first grade 
students were even more meaningful to students this year because of 
their March experience. 


Village School students presented "Music Through the Decades" on 
May 3lst at the Town Hall. This annual Spring Music Program featured 
songs, dances, and "videos" from the 1920's to the 1980's. 


On June 7th, the Second Annual McCollom Color Olympics was held. 
This year's festivities were enhanced by the MASH Band performing and 
ballons being released during the opening ceremonies. Medallions were 
presented to all participants at the end of the day. 


Sixth grade graduation was held at the Town Hall on June 20th. It 
was a special ending to a full and exciting school year. 


Seeing the number and variety of activities and programs, it is 
time to thank you, the citizens of Mont Vernon. None of this would 
have been possible were it not for your continued support.

The meeting was called to order at 7:30 pm by the Moderator, 
Walter Kilian, who led the assembly in the Pledge of Allegiance. 
Reverend Gerry Metzger then said the Invocation. The Moderator 
then reviewed the rules of the meeting and read the Warrant. 


ARTICLE I: 
To determine and appoint the salaries of the School Board and 


Truant Officer and fix the annual compensation of any other 
officers or agents of the District. 


Martha Chrestensen moved that this article be tabled and acted 
upon later. The motion was seconded by Robert Naber and passed 
by voice vote. 


ARTICLE ITs 
To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, or officers 
chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Robert Naber moved to accept all reports of agents as presented 
in the School Report. The motion was seconded by Penny Schmitt 
and passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE. III: 
To choose agents and committees in relation to any subject 


embraced in this Warrant. 


Penny Schmitt moved to table this article and act upon it in 
Article VI. The motion was seconded by Martha Chrestensen and 
passed by voice vote.

The 
motion was seconded by Robert Naber. A discussion was begun by 
Mr. French then the article was passed as written in the Warrant 


by voice vote. 
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ARTICLE Vs: 

To see what sum of money the District will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of the schools, for the payment of 
salaries for School District officials and agents, and for 
payment of the statutory obligations of the District. 


Robert Naber moved that the sum of 954,888 be raised and 
appropriated for the support of the schools for the payment of 
School District officials and agents and for payment of statutory 
obligations of the District. The motion was seconded by Penny 
Schmitt. Walter Kilian stated that the school budget would be 
gone over line item by line item. Those present were asked to 
turn to page 87 in the 1983 Town Report in order that the budget 
be reviewed by line item. 


At Account 1100-561: Martha Chrestensen moved that the amount 
budgeted for the Middle School be amended from 141,955 to 
151,085. (a variance of 9,130+); and that the tuition to the 
Senior High School be amended from 226,920 to 237,894 (a variance 
of 10,974+). The motion was seconded by Robert Naber. Martha 
Chrestensen then went on to explain the reason for change was 
because of Milford's raise to the teachers salaries and the 
increased enrollment of Mont Vernon students over what was 
forecasted last year. Tuition costs this year stand. at 
$2747/student at the Milford Middle School and $2558/student at 
the Senior High School. Sally Rorabacher asked how many students 
from Mont Vernon are presently attending MASH. Martha 
Chrestensen responded,"93." Superintendent Russell than 
explained how the number of enrolled students varied from year to 
year and during a school year. Walter Kilian then asked for a 
vote to amend the appropriated amount for tuition to the Junior 
and Senior High Schools. The amended amount was passed by voice 
vote. 


Account 1100-742: A question from the floor as to why the amount 
was so high (2,706) over previous years. Martha Chrestensen 
explained the breakdown of costs (new media equipment and a ditto 
machine--the purchase as well as repair and maintainence). Sally 
Rorabacher brought up the fact that there was a ditto machine 
located in the Town Hall that is for school use. Linda Foster 
questioned the need for a 16mm projector. Martha Chrestensen 
explained the VCR over the 16mm decision process by school 
officials was due to the availability of educational materials. 
Account 1100-742 was left at 2,706. 


Account 1200-569: Special Education was explained by Martha 
Chrestensen the budgeted figures with all. charges broken down on 
a flip chart. A lengthy discussion followed about the high cost 
over last year. Walter Kilian asked for justification of 
transportation costs, which in some instances cost more than 
tuition for the same students. Martha Chrestensen explained the 
high bussing costs--which inflexibility of bus routes, insurance, 
pick-up points, destinations and the costs levied by the bus

company. Mr. Paradis (budget committee chairman) and Mr. Naber 
explained the control over the special education budget by the 
Consortium because Mont Vernon chooses to belong. Nancy Frank 
asked about the cost breakdown (tuition/transportation) to North 
River School. Martha Chrestensen answered that the cost shown 
was a combination of both tuition and transportation. Linda 
Foster asked how many Mont Vernon students were classified in 
this category. Martha Chrestensen replied, "14." Agnes Vaughn 
questioned the five special-needs students necessity to travel to 
Amherst and why are the transportation costs higher than the 
tuition costs for these pupils. Responded to by Martha 
Chrestensen that Amherst has the needed facilitites and that the 
transportation costs are set by the bus compnay. 


Account 2150-113: Linda Foster questioned the amount for a 
speech therapist. This was answered from the floor by David 
Lambarth (former school board member). That in actual fact, the 
amount is a reduction. Previous year’s speech therapists were 
paid for through the Consortium (Account 2150-330). This year, 
Mont Vernon has hired its own speech therapist which is reflected 
in the cost reduction. Walter Kilian asked to bring Article V to 
a conclusion if there were no further questions. Robert Naber 
moved to amend the appropriated amount to 974,992. The motion 
was seconded by Penny Schmitt and passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE VI: 
To see what sum of money the District will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of any committee established by the 


voters. 


This article included article III. It was moved and seconded to 
table article VI, because there was no immediate need for any 
committees at this time. Article VI was passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE VII: ’ 
To transact any other business that may legally come before said 


meeting. 


Walter Collins asked about the payback on last year's 
installation of insulation. The School Board felt it was not yet 


conclusive, because not a full year had passed. 


Walter Kilian spoke about the situation-of the well at McCollum 
school. Robert Naber explained that when the well was tested, it 
was found that the bacteria count was high due to surface 
contamination. Runoff containing road salts and other 
contaminants fill the well cavity and overflow into the well. It 
is planned to a) divert the runoff and b) install a flow drain 
and c) fill the bottom of the well cavity with crushed rock to 
help drain the water that accumulates there. Until this work is 
completed, fresh water is being transported in to the students. 
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David Lambarth proposed that the townspeople formally thank the 
School Board members for a Year's work. 


Ken Paradis spoke of the potential population growth problem and 
what were the plans to address this problem in the future. He 
brought up a past recommendation of an addition to the Village 
School building and to increase the school to run through the 
eight grade. Walter Collins suggested that a Capital Fund be set 
up just to buffer the cost of an addition to the building if 
needed. The Superintendent's office will review the past report 
on this subject and make a decision on the Capital Reserve 
direction. They may ask for a committee to be formed to study 
and make recommendations in this area.
